MIDDLETOWN’S 3-MILE STRETCH 
Lower Speed Limit Asked On Route I

The Board of Supervisors of 
Middletown Township is plan­ 
ning to ask the state for a re­ 
duced speed limit to improve 
critical traffic safety conditions 
on a three-mile strip of Route I. 


The section of the highway 
from the Penndel Borough line 
to the Falls Township line rep­ 
resents only three per cent of 


Middletown’s 
road system but 
has accounted for 24 per cent of 
the accidents in the township. 


137 Mishaps 


This year, through November, 
there have been 137 mishaps 
resulting in the deaths of six 
people on the three-mile section. 


Chief of Police Howard C. 
Shook, reporting last night at 
the caucus of the supervisors, 


presented 
the 
grim 
statistics 
and gave five recommendations 
to 
the 
township’s 
governing 
body. They were: 


1. Ask the state for a reduc­ 
tion of the speed limit. 


2. Post signs stating, 
Accident 
Area 
Drive 
Care” and another sign to read, 
“ Danger Slippery When Wet.” 


3. Change our present over­

head eight inch red light lenses 
to 12 inch lenses. This would 
make the red light stand out, 
and it could be more easily 
seen. 


4. 
Eliminate all left and right 
turns. This would mean the in­ 
stallation of the “Jug Handle” . 
We could start this process by 
asking the state to prevent left 
hand turns at the intersection 
of U.S. Route I and Woodbourne 


Road, and make all of the traf- 
fice use the Old Lincoln High­ 
way where there are two con­ 
trolled intersections. This is a 
natural Jug Handle. 


5. 
The last suggestion would 
be to ask for the particular 
piece of highway to be all resur­ 
faced with “ concrete” instead 
of the present macad rn. Ma­ 
cadam, in my opinion, when it 
becomes wet is as slippery as 


any other surface when it is 
covered with ice. 


The supervisors will ask the 
state to lower the present speed 
limit, 50 miles per hour, to 35. 


They will purchase four signs 
which probably will be modeled 
from signs now on the Roose- 
volt 
Boulevard 
stating “ High 
Accident Area Ahead” and also 
including the number of acci­ 


dents to date. Chief Shook de­ 
scribed the signs as “ psycholo­ 
gically very effective.” 


The chief was authorized to 
ask the state for the larger traf­ 
fic light lenses. These would 
cost the township $44 per traf­ 
fic light.

MANILA (UPI) — I suppose 
we had warning of the storm 
that was to hit our area and 
leave such sadness and destruc­ 
tion in its wake, but we were 
not prepared. 


November 18th had been a 
typical rainy season day with 
zero visibility, continuous rain, 
and flooding so extensive that 
our school in Jabonga had to 
call off classes. 


The next morning, Thursday, 
Nov. 19, the wind was blowing 
hard, the rain was still coming, 
and we knew there would be no 
school again. The wind began to 
shift to the northwest. 


We still had no premonition 
of anything more than a big 
blow. 


Tree Goes Down 


About 8:30 a.m., as we be­ 
came anxious and tried to pro­ 
tect a few of our personal 
things by putting them in the 


bedroom, we heard a tremen­ 
dous crash. 


I knew what it was even be­ 
fore I looked out the front door 
and saw the large mango tree 
lying down. It had been a beau­ 
tiful mark 
on 
the 
s c h o o l 
campus. 
Our maid Trinidad and her 
two children had built them­ 


selves a barricade in the kitch­ 
en and were quite dry. W i t h 
them was one of our dogs and 
five puppies. Trinidad seemed 
unconcerned except for the rain 
so we felt there might not be 
too much to worry about. 


She admitted upon question­ 
ing that the storm should shift 
again, this time to the south­ 


west. 
That 
wind, 
she 
said, 
would be the "second hardest.” 


Ellen 
and I pondered that 
“ second hardest” phrase, hop­ 
ing that the “ hardest” wind 
was the one blowing at the 
time. 
Our house — with its nipa 
roof and lawanit ceiling —was 
a lake inside. 


I was holding the door of the 
bedroom but could not keep it 
closed against terrible gusts of 
wind which built up in inten­ 
sity as the wind shifted more 
and more to the southwest. 


My neck was soaked from 
dripping water and I was just 
thinking how glad I would be

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Bucks Bondsman Takes Dim View Of New Bail Measures 


A Bucks County bail bonds­ 
m an takes a dim view of the 
new bail system about to be in­ 
stituted in the county court. 
H erbert Levine, who claim s to 
handle about 70 per cent of the 
county’s bail business, estim at­ 
ed that the liberalized m easures 
will result in the county’s los­ 
ing “ thousands of dollars’’ an­ 
nually. 
The new system 
will allow 
certain 
defendants, 
in 
some 
cases to be released on their 
own 
recognizance, 
in 
others, 
to be bailed out of jail by a 
sponsoring com m ittee 
of 
citi­ 
zens who put up their own prop. 
erty as security or donate m on­ 
ey for bail 
raising 
purposes. 
Minor Offenses 
The m easure is intended to 
do aw ay with the old “ bail or 
ja il” alternative and allows de­ 
fendants who can't raise bail to 
aw ait trial at home rath er than 


behind bars. Only prisoners a c ­ 
cused of m inor offenses are eli­ 
gible. 
Levine said that he loses be­ 
tween $5,000 and $6,000 annual­ 
ly on bail forfeitures when de­ 
fendants skp town and that the 
county “ will lose at least this 
m uch and 
perhaps 
twice 
as 
much. 


does in tracking down these peo­ 
ple,” the bondsm an said. “ They 
just don’t know w hat’s involv­ 
ed.” 


The bondsm an said that about 
two per cent of some 500 Bucks 
clients jum ped bail last year. 
About 25 per cent of them were

Supports Measures 
The new system , scheduled to 
go into effect in Jan u ary , is 
defended by Thom as Colgan, ex- 
ecutive director of the W illiam 
Penn C enter in Fallsington, and 
one of the men supporting the 
new bail m easures. The center 
has been active in prison re ­ 
form over the years. 
Colgan 
said that 
applicants 
are carefully screened by a five- 
m em ber com m ittee to d eterm ­ 
ine their eligibility.
